Dr. von Holleb^n read the dispntch 


without sigu p£ 'emotion, excused him- 
self to Cctj,i/t Casslni and immediately 
returned/ 'to the German embassy, 
where, lie had his valei hurriedly pack 
hij5 trunks. He took a midnight train 
ttf New York, where the next day a de- 
'tailecl report wus given out that Dr. 
von Hollebeu was in bad health and 
was going borne on extended leave. . 


The dispatch was from Baron von 


Richthofen. Emperor William's secre- 
tary for foreign affairs. It marked the 
climax of Dr. von Holleben's strained 
relations at Berlin and signalized the 
end of his active diplomatic career. 


By order of the kaiser Dr. von Ilol- 


leben will leturn to Washington within 
a month or two to present his formal 
recall. He will be succeeded liy Baron 
Spook von Slernburu. the present min- 
ister and envoy extraordinary. When 
Dr. von Holleben returns to Berlin, he 
will be placed on the retired list at a 
comfortable pension, and bis active 
participation in the public affairs of 
Germany will be at an end. 


The story probably never would have 


come out in the United States if Count 
Quadt. who throughout a portion of 
Dr. von Holleben's administration was 
first secretary, had not been relieved 
of that post at his own request and 
left Washington. It is understood that 
Count Quadt told the story to friends 
just before leaving for Europe. 


A woman—Lady 1'aiiucefote. widow 


of tho late Lord Pauncefote. the Brit- 
ish ambassador—was the direct cause 
of the .kaiser's atteiition_bcMn^ called 


to whaflie regarZccl as "Dr. von Hoi'.e- 
ben's unfitnes^. for an ambassadorial 
post. 
At toe last reception given by 


President McKinley Jan. 1, 1001, the 
dip'oihatic corps was led by the wife 
of 'theBrirish ambassador. Lord Paunce- 
fote was then dean of the corps and as 
such was entitled to lead the line of 
diplomats. Dr. von Holleben. as sec- 
ond in rank, should have led the line 
in the absence of Lord Pauncefote, 
who was unable to attend because of 
illness. 


Without consulting the wishes of any 


of 
the 
assembled diplomats Lady 


Pauncefote took her husband's place at 
the head of the line, and Dr. von Ilolle- 
ben followed meekly behind her.

was cabled to Europe and was brought 
to the attention of the kaiser.

be sent to Dr. von Holleben reciting 
the kaiser's indignation that his «>pre; 
sentative should give way to a wom- 
an and intimating that if the ambas- 
sador did not 1:10 -e closely watch his 
p's and ci's the emperor would replace 
him.

Mr. Keuenfeldt by no moans intends 


to confine himself to the frog ludustry, 
as he has planned to raise horned 
toads by wholesale. The homed toad 
has usually been considered an adorn- 
ment for a curiosity cabinet, but Mr. 
Xeuenfeldt has discovered a practical 
use for this product of the desert. 


"Among the side issues that I propose 


to establish with my frog farm," s:iys 
Mr. Iseuenfeldt, "is a distribution 
agency for horned toads. This species 
of reptile iives mostly in the deserts 
of this country, and its great value 
is in destroying bugs such as infest 
and ruin fine flower beds. I will :ilso 
raise all kinds of turtles, crawfish, 
mussels, edible snails, insects and 
worms, to be kept to supply the grow- 
ing demand for educational institutions 
throughout the country. This will be a 
valuable feature of the industry, as 
there is nowhere any one conducting a 
business to cater especin'ly to this 
trade. My first ambition, however, is 
to supply 100,000 dozen frogs this sea- 
sou to the market, aud with the in- 
creased facilities which I have for do- 
ing so I have no doubt that I will be 
a'ble to." 


Mr. Iseuenfeldt's Oshkosh plant con- 


sists of a ten acre pond adjoining LaktT 
Butte des Morts, three miles from Osh- 
kosh. The land adjoining the hike is 
both high and low. with a ridge along 
the lakeside, and a dam is to be placed 
along the lower end of this b'ocly of 
pround, while a windmill will throw 
water from the lake over the ridge at 
the upper end. This will create an ar- 
tificial pond and marsh, insuring con- 
tinuous fresh w£???r and at a proper 
temperature. 
A 'dam is necessary for 


the control of the water, because wa- 
ter is not essential for the growth 'of 
the frog at a certain season of the 
year and because at other seasons it 
must be kept high enough to protect

dent and in lodgings at Leghorn, writes 
the Rome correspondent of the London 
Advertiser. Residing in the same house 
were two gymnasium teachers, and 
one day the landlady had the house 
fitted up with electric bells and asked 
her lodgers if they were satisfied with 
the new arrangement. "That's- all 
right," replied ilarcoai. ''but it was not 
necessary for the electrician to disturb 
us all day by upsetting the house with 
his wires. Why, I'll engage to set a 
bell ringing in a few minutes without 
wires." 


The gymnasium teachers were in- 


clined to regard this as an empty boast. 
But Marconi held fast to his assertion. 
The teachers then challenged him to 
make a bell ring without the use of 
wires and aaid that if be could not do 
so they would proclaim him a? a boast- 
er. "Come to my room tomorrow mom- 
ing,'' said Marconi, "and you will have 
proof of what I say." The teachers 
duly appeared. Marconi gave one a 
broomstick, to which he attached a 
bell, and asked him to place his "ap- 
paratus'1 in any corner he liked. To 
the other he gave a bell only, with 
instructions to put it down wherever 
he liked. He placed it upon the bed, 
then upon the table and finally upon 
the «sidebonrd. 


Immediately tbf bell was laid'down 


it began to ring. Both the teachers 
then ran mund the mom with their 
hands in the air. jrraspins for wires 
which they thought were invisible. 
They grew tired of searching for the 
wires, but they would not acknowledge- 
themselves either conquered or con- 
vinced.

ing to convey- the impression that he 
desires to treat with lenient considera- 
tion all the Christian provinces of the 
Ottoman empire. But, as every student 
of- the Turkish situation knows, it is 
not.sate to trust the sultan's promises. 


"Abdul the Damned," as Gladstone 


called him, is also Abdul the crafty 
and deceitful and the same Abdul who 
lias.time-and again broken his pledges. 


The reforms' which the sultan has 


promised are substantially these: 


First-.—Ttie establishment of 
financial 


control over the collection of taxes in the 
European vilayets and over the payment 
of officials and troops. 
--Sec6jiia>.—The-Teorgauifcirticm of the gen- 
darmerie 4n .said vilayets by the selection 
of officers from the subjects of the neutral 
-European • states—Belgium, Holland and 
Switzerland. 


Third.—The signers of this note are de- 


sirous that the sultan shall find it con- 
venient to administer the affairs of the 
disaffected vilayets through son.e high 
personage who has a personal knowledge 
of the requirements necessary in order to 
Erovern without friction a body of sub- 
jects differing in religion, mode of life anil 
politics. . 


If the sultan carries out this "irro- 


' ducible minimum" of reform, the war 
cloud that now hangs threateningly 
over tlie Levant is likely to be tern' 
porarily dispelled, but it will be only 
a temporary dissolution. At best it but 
defers the inevitably coming storm 
which must sooner or later break over 
the Balkans like the sweep of a 
mighty cyclone, changing tlie face of 
southeastern Europe. 


Russia, which holds the key of the 


situation through its all powerful in- 
fluence in Sofia, may check the grow- 
ing hostility toward Turkey among 
the Bulgarians of Ferdinand's realm 
and tlie equally growing sympathy for 
their oppressed kindred and coreligion- 
ists in Macedonia. 
Even this can- 


not prevent continued irritation and 
attendant disorder. 
But nobody is 


quite sure that Russia wants to stop 
the anti-Turkish agitation in Bulgaria, 
even though she may not be ready just 
now for another war with the Turk. 
and it is wholly improbable that any 
very drastic measures will be adopted 
in Sofia to lessen the activity of the 
Macedonian revolutionary committee, 
which has its headquarters at the Bul- 
garian capital and receives nt least 
the tacit support of the Bulgarian 
court, while the Bulgarian people are 
avowedly ia sympathy with it 


The recent avowal from St. Peters- j 


burg that while Russia, is prepared to 
safeguard the interests of tlie Chris- 
tians she "will not sacrifice a single 
drop of Russian blood nor the smallest 
portion of tbe heritage of the Russian 
people if the Slav states should at- 
tempt by revolution or force to change 
the existing state of affairs iu tbc 
Balkan peninsula" may mean much or 
it. may mean nothing, just as the czar 
and his advisers desire. It may be 
taken to indicate that tlie Muscovite 
bear is not yet ready for another tiisJle 
•With the Turk'and wishes to hold ia 
leash the Balkan Slavs, who are eager 
for the fray, until he is beller prepared 
to put his paw on the map of south- 
eastern Europe, though 5! mny not be 
construed as meaning tbat the rzsr lias 
relinquished tbc 3nng standing ambi- 
tion of tbe Uon:anr>ffs 1o worship nt 
the shrine of St. St-phi.i in Constanti- 
nople and push their fleels ihrousrh Ibo 
Dardanelles from the RJack si-a to the 
Mediterranean. 


Tbe situation in tbc ^britlin-n JVTOY- 


pose, there were not wanting evidences 
that she sought to open a way to Con- 
stantinople 
and 
the 
Dardanelles. 


Through an alliance with Turkey of 
Great Britain, France and Sardinia. 
Russia lost even more than she gained 
in territory and prestige and was com- 
pelled to abandon the chiim to a pro- 
tectorate over the Greek Christians in 
Turkey, to whom, however, and to all 
other Christians in her realm as well 
the sultan promised to grant more fa- 
vorable terms. How well he has kept 
that promise is amply revealed in the 
long and bloody chapter of Turkish 
outrages upon Christian subjects cov- 
ering all the years from the signing of 
the treaty of Paris in 1850 to the pres- 
ent time. 


There would, however, be no such 


alignment of the European powers in 
the event of a liusso-Turkish war now 
as there was in the Crimean war in 
1833-53, nor in the Itusso-Turkish war in 
1S77-7S, and it is doubtful if any one of 
them would lift a finger to help tbe 
Turk: hi such a present emergency. 


Certainly Great Britain, even at the 


risk of permitting Russian territorial 
aggrandizement in the Levant and the 
orient—one of ihe things least desired 
by Britons—is in no mood to repeat the 
costly experiences of the Crimean war, 
nor would she again, to "save the face' 
of the unspeakable Turk, interpose as 
she did in 1878, when by threatening to 
bring her powerful Mediterranean fleet 
up to Constantinople she stopped the 
Russian advance at San Stefano and 
prevented -the Turkish capital from 
falling into Muscovite hands and thus 
induced Austria, Italy, Germany and 
France to unite in the Berlin confer- 
ence to preserve in a measure the in- 
tegrity of the Ottoman empire and to 
deprive Russia of the fruits of her 
hard earned victories. 


In view of the close relations of 


France and Russia tho czar may with- 
out question depend upon the French- 
men to support him in whatever he 
may undertake to do in the Balkans. 


The position of Austria is, of course, 


well understood. Having united with 
Russia in the original demands upon 
Turkey for administrative reforms in 
Macedonia, she could not if she would 
change front or take any other course 
than that of loyal support of the czar 
in any emergency. Besides, Austria is 
anxious to secure the full proprietor- 
ship of the two Turkish provinces of: 
Herzegovina and Bosnia, which, though 
governed and administered 
by her 


since 187S, still nominally belong to 
the sultan. 


Xeither could Germany h»lp the sul- 


Lan, even though tbe kaiser is said to 
have a sneaking fondness for Abdul 
Hamid. 
German 
public 
sentiment 


would not allow him to waste a single 
German soldier or even a dollar from 
the imperial German treasury iu be- 
half of the Turk. 


Italy,, remembering the cost of Sar- 


dinian blood and treasure in the Cri- 
mea, would be in line with'the other 
powers against the sultan. In short, 
the sultan would have no friend in Eu- 
rope and would be left to his fate. 


But this does not signify that the 


task of driving the "sick man"' from 
Europe would be an easy one. He is 
not so sick but that he can put up a 
vigorous fight. The Turkish army is 
one of the finest fighting forces in the 
world. 


Of course with the principal Euro- 


pean powers in an alliance with Rus- 
sia the Turk would ba defeated and 
forced out of Europe, but it would not 
be without a long and sanguinary 
struggle. 


In such an event the future status 


of Macedonia would be only incidental

QUiCKER THAN OUR PUPILS 


Teacher Says Filipino Children Grasp 


Ideas More Readily. 


Raytaond Du Htidway, son of th 


Rev. W. J. Du Hadway, pastor of As 
bury Methodist church, a govormnen 
teacher in the Philippines, who hu 
been home on a sick furlough, is to re- 
turn and take up his work in the is 
lanftw, says a Cleveland dispatch to the 
New York Herald. Speaking of educa 
tion in the Philippines, Mr. Du Had 
way says: 


"I think the Philippine children lean 


more quickly and grasp ideas more eas 
ily than American young folks. This it 
true especially of those between the 
years of six and fourteen. They are 
anxious to get an education. This is 
due to the pride of the natives. Their 
ambition is to become priests, judge: 
or lawyers, and they believe that edu- 
cation means money without work 
They also look upon learning as a 
means of acquiring power, which they 
are always prone to worship and blind- 
ly follow." 


Mr. Du Hadway states that in his 


opinion the native has so far an irra- 
tional idea of the motives for educa- 
tion. While we look upon learning as 
training for life work, they regard it as 
a means of getting along without work. 
In this connection he said: "I fear it 
will take us a long time to educate the 
Filipino to work. The climate is against 
us in the first place, and the tendencies 
of generations are powerful opposing 
forces. We are trying to teach them'to 
think. We teach English primarily and 
in doing so furnish training in different 
branches. The natives take to this arid 
like it, with the exception of the sav- 
ages, who cannot be persuaded of its 
value. They will not s'eud their chil- 
dren to American schools, although 
they are friendly to Americans." 


Mr. Du Hadway says it is peculiar 


that Americans are unmolested by the 
natives, and history shows that all 
Spaniards w.ho have gone into the re- 
gions of the savages have been slaugh- 
tered. ''They seem to like the Ameri- 
can, although they don't like his school. 
Eowcver. in the cities and more civi- 
ized sections there is not only a friend- 
ly but encouraging attitude to teach- 
ers." he says. 


'•There is little danger there. I sleep 


so I could be stabbed any night, and so 
do other Americans, and if these people 
cared to they could murder us by the 
hundreds. I was iu the city of Taguiig, 
which has 10.000 inhabitants, and was 
he only American IB the city. The 
greatest danger there to American 
:eachers is the liability to disease."
